Court 1756 when Elizabeth Burcher, a widow, was contesting the set- 
tisment of her deceased husband's estate. On June 7» 1756'Elizabeth 
Stroud "of lawful age" stated that she was in the home of John Bur-

cher deceased about a year and a half earlier and heard him say that

he desired his estate to pass to his wife and after her death be di¬ 
vided among his children. (York W.B. 1746-1759 p. 406) On the basis of 
this record, Elizabeth Stroud was born before 1735; her husband, 

Thomas Stroud, was probably around the same age, They were married 

by 1756.

William Stroud , son of Thomas and Elizabeth Stroud, was born 
March 13, 1763 and was baptized April 5, 1765. (Charles Parish Regis¬ 
ter) York County Marriage Bonds show that he married Susannah Cooke 
September 7, 1785. He died in a few years leaving no known issue and 
Susannah Stroud married Aaron Russell December 12, 1792. (York Marriage 
Bond) 


JOHN STROUD _ 

John Stroud w as born 1766 or earlier since he assisted in ap¬ 
praising the estate of Elisha James February 19, 1787. (Wills and In¬ 
ventories No. 23 p. 139) He married Sarah Freeman March 17, 1794- and 
Benjamin Stroud was bondsman. (York Marriage Bond) John Stroud was 
a witness in a case May 23, 1787. (Orders No. 5 1784-1787 p. 466) 

BENJAMIN STROUD

Benjamin Stroud was married and had three children before 1799. 
His first wife was Sarah Hogg, daughter of Richard Hogg Junior and 
Frances Hogg, who died before her mother did. When Frances Hogg wrote 
her will which was probated October 20, 1800, she mentioned her three 
Stroud grandsons, namely: Thomas Stroud, Richard Stroud, and William 
Stroud. (Wills and Inventories No. 23 p. 570) 

Benjamin Stroud married secondly, Elizabeth Wright Campbell, 
widow of John Campbell and daughter of Benjamin Wright, September 4, 

4 

1799. (York Marriage Bond) (She had married John Campbell December 24, 
1787 according to a York Marriage Bond, and had one daughter, Elizabeth 
Campbell.) 

When William Wright made his will November 28, 1820 (probated 
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December 18, 1820) he mentioned his "dear sister Elizabeth Stroud" 
and left her a slave during "her life or widowhood"; at her death the 
slave was to go to "my nephew Benjamin Stroud . The rest of my estate to 
be divided between Elizabeth Stroud and Elizabeth Campbell my niece." 
This will was witnessed by Willy Hogg, John Hogg Jr. and G. Lane Corbin 
Jr. 

Benjamin Stroud bought one hundred acres of land from Elizabeth 
R. Hansford February 16, 1807. (Deed Book 7 p. 5H) This was one fourth 
part of the four^acre tract formerly owned by her father, Col. Edward 

Harwood and heired by her. It was bounded thus: "-on the South by 

land of John Stroud , orphan and Ann C-; on West by land of 

John Chapman; on the North by land of Elizabeth Throckmorton; on the 

East by water courses of Back Creek and Bernard Elliott's land to a 

corner line near the Crab Neck Road." Much of this tract of land is 
still in the family today (1962), although it has been divided into 
small parcels.

He died in 1810. December I7> 1810 Edward Moss made oath with 
James Stroud and Richard Garrett his securities, and entered and ac¬ 
knowledged bond for settling Benjamin Stroud's estate. (Orders No. 8 
1803-1814- p. ). An account of the sales for his estate were returned 
to the Court January 3» I8II. (Will Book 10 I8II-I824 p. 53) The 

Campbells and Wrights bought many items. On November 16, 1812 Edward 

4 

Moss administrator filed a settlement of the estate. Items of interest 
included: an amount paid Edward Wright for sundry necessities furnished 
the orphans; a payment to Robert Nelson for his advice on the division 
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of the decedents lands. "Elizabeth Stroud, relict of Benjamin Stroud 

appeared In Court" relative to her dower In the lands, tenements, and 

slaves whereof her deceased husband died slezed and possessed and four 

men were named to set aside her part. (Orders No. 8 p. 581) 

In the June 20, 1814 Court held In York County, there was start- 

ed a chancery case In which Elizabeth Stroud, widow and relict of 

Benjamin Stroud deceased entered suit against Thomas Stroud and William 

Stroud under age twenty-one years through their guardians. She asked 

the Commissioners to divide the estate "into three equal portions, one 

to be allotted to the complaintant In fee simple as one of the heirs 

of herllhfaht children'deceased , the other two thirds to the defendants." 

(Orders No. 8 1803-1814 p. 600) 

She did not gain ownership of the land, for on January 6, I 858 

the record shows that one of her late husband's grandsons obtained a 

deed In trust on fifty acres of land. (Deed Book 16 p. 196) Benjamin 

Stroud had one hundred acres; each of his two sons living at the time 

of his death, helred fifty acres. There was a lane that ran down the

middle of the farm. One son, Thomas Stroud helred land on one side; the

other son, William Stroud, helred on the other side. This lane Is known 

today as White's Road and on one side live descendants of William Stroud 

(the name being lost through Intermarriage with Hansford) and on the

other side of the lane are Thomas Stroud's descendants, some of these 
having Intermarried with White thus accounting for the present name. 

September 20, 1813 "William Stroud, orphan of Benjamin Stroud 
deceased chose John Hogg his guardian" with John Hay and Lewis Hansford 
his securities.(Orders No. 8 p. 573) November I5» 1813 "Thomas Stroud, 
Infant orphan of Benjamin Stroud deceased, chose Seaton Elliott his 
guardian"; William Tabb was security. (Orders No. 8 p. 580 )

Elizabeth Stroud, the widow of Benjamin Stroud, left a will 
which indicates that she reared only one child, namely, Elizabeth 
Campbell, by her first marriage. Part of the will is given: March 15, 
1857 "I lend my beloved daughter, Elizabeth Hogg all my property both 
real and personal at present consisting of two Negroes named Jack and 
Phil, two cows and two feather beds and furniture, three silver table 
and six tea spoons, in a word, all the estate that I shall die possess¬ 
ed of -to be enjoyed by her during the minority of my grandson 

Alexander Hogg , Item three: It is my will and desire that my said 
grandson Alexander Hogg when he shall arrive at the age of twenty-one 
years or shall marry shall have the above named property and all my 


estate-. Item four: But if my daughter Elizabeth Hogg shall die 

before my grandson Alexander Hogg should arrive at age twenty-one or 
marries-my will-said grandson shall come into immediate posses¬ 


sion of all my estate both real and personal instead of waiting until he 
arrives at age twenty-one or marries. I appoint my son-in-law Lewis 
Hogg my executor." 

Witnesses: R.R.Garrett and John C. Moreland; probated January 20, 1840.

March 19, 1832 Kemp P. Elliott acknowledged bond as administrator of 
his estate (Orders No. 12 p. 153) and at a Court held in York County 
March 18, 1834 Inventory and Account to that date of the Stroud estate 
was presented. (Orders No. 12 p. 286) Inventories reveal'wbat people 
considered of value; this one is given for that reason:

(Dates 

from 1850 census) John Wright Sr. was not listed with the family 

when the oensus were taken, so he may be assumed dead at the time. 

Through this earlier marriage 0 ^ Ann (Nancy) Wright to Thomas Stroud, 

John Wright Jr. came into possession of a part of Thomas Stroud's 

estate.

(I) William Stroud . son of Thomas Stroud and Anna Jordon 
Stroud, was born 1820 according to the 1850 census. He married Cathe¬ 
rine East February 8, 1845. Elisha East gave security. (York Marriage 
Bond) Later he married Mary Cary Davis, oldest daughter*of Thomas and 
Sedelia Davis, January 28, 1847. She was born in Mathews County, but 
the family moved to York County.

bril cart; one Negro woman named Sucky-all the property which the 

said William Stroud has upon a tract-held for the separate and 

exclusive use of the following children of said William Stroud viz: 

Eliza C., William Andrew, Seth S., and Mary Ann Stroud as long as they 
shall live and William Stroud shall use the Increase and profits of said 
property as long as he may live." (Deed Book 16 p. 196) 

(Another son was born after this transaction.) 

In addition to the above mentioned fifty acres of land he owned, 
he bought another tract from John Wright Jr. paying him $116.55. Con¬ 
sidering prices of land at the time, this was probably for about ten 
acres. 

William and his wife, Mary C. Stroud sold three acres to Willis 
Graves April 6, 1870 for $40.00. This was bounded on the North and 
East by the road; on the South by the center of a marsh making corner 
lines between Robert Harris and said William Stroud; on the West by 
Robert Harris. (Deed Book 17 p. 317)

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William Stroud _ died In 1876; on January 3, 1877 an appraise¬ 

ment of his personal estate was returned to the Court. (Will Book 14, 
p. 184) His widow married Thomas Dawson March 29, 1877. (York Marriage 
record) At a Court held November 5, 1880 It was stated: Mary C. Dawson 
one of the plaintiffs In a suit "has departed this life since the last 
order of the Court and Chidley Wade Is now on the committee of said 
estate." (Orders 1877-1896 p. 206)

James Stroud w as quite probably brother to Benjamin Stroud. 

The records show their names linked together numerous times. Twice 

when he married, Benjamin Stroud was his bondsman. He was born around 

1778 if he was of age when he married first. He had three wives: 

Prances Wright whom he married September 4, 1799; Mary Garrow, whom 

he married May 16, I808; Diana Belvin, who survived him a short while. 

Prances Wright, whom James Stroud married September 4, 1799, 

was a daughter of Benjamin Wright and a sister to Elizabeth Wright

Campbell who married Benjamin Stroud. Benjamin Wright was a bondsman 

for this marriage contract. William Wright left a will probated On 

December 18, 1820 (Will Book 10 p. 374) and requested certain property 

to go to his sister Elizabeth Stroud and should she be dead at the time 

the property would pass to a nephew, Benjamin Stroud. Elizabeth Stroud 

did not have a son named Benjamin Stroud. A record dated June 1814 shows 

that her Stroud children died in infancy. (Orders No. 8 1803-1814

benjamin's estate was settled by Thomas Stroud, his brother of "the

whole blood", it may be concluded that James Stroud had two children

Mary Patrick, the administrator of said Clayton Patrick, has

By this second marriage, with Mary his wife who died before 
May 1817, James Stroud had two daughters: Elizabeth Stroud and Nancy 
Stroud. He was named their legal guardian after their mother's death 
and her estate was due them. (Orders No. 10 1820-1825 p. 4-5) 

The third wife of James Stroud was Diana Belvin by whom he had 
six children. She lived less than two years after his death. There was 
a lawsuit in York County Courts dated August 20, 1832 concerning proper¬ 
ty of her father, Robert Belvin and it legal division. Here is an ab¬ 
stract of the record: "Robert Belvin died intestate---—had children 

Martha, Diana, Thomas, Robert, William, John, James, and Elizabeth- 

That Diana Belvin married James Stroud both of whom are dead and the 
said Diana left four children all of whom are under age viz. James , 

Diana, William, and Mahala Stroud ---." (Orders No. 12 p. 188) 

The Court appointed Pred Power guardian of James, Diana, William, 
and Mahala Stroud, infants of James Stroud. (Orders No. 12 p. 189) 

James Stroud bought two young steers from the estate of Robert 
Tabb January 28, 1813. (Will Book 10, p. 114) He served on the Grand 
Jury in York County along with Edmund Curtis, Thomas Patrick, John 
Hogg Jr. and John Moss November 19, 1827. (Orders No. II p. 295) 

His will was probated May 7, 1830 being proved by the oath of 
Lewis Moreland one of the witnesses. The Court ordered George Hogg, 

Lewis Spencer, Lewis Hogg, and Thomas Patrick or any three of these to 
appraise in money his estate. (Orders No. 12 1829-1835 p. 29) 

He left one third of his estate to his wife and some money for main- 
temance and support of his three youngest children : Mahala, Prances, 
and John. He wished her to "take proper care of the plantation on which 


I live, sell other property and divide between my children." His

Joseph Stroud Jr. w as a son of Joseph Stroud who died In 1696. 
The list of tlthables for York-Hampton Parish In 1763 published by- 
John Camm the rector indicates that Joseph Stroud Junior had one 
tlthable. (At the same time William Stroud had one tlthable also.) 

There was drawn up August 18, 1766 a deed between Daniel Presson 
of Charles Parish and Matthew Pope. Witnesses were Joseph Stroud Junior 
John Page Junior, Allen Jones, Daniel Sweeney, and James Mitchell. This 
deed is recorded in York County. 

Joseph Stroud Jr. married Agnes __. There is another 

deed recorded In York County dated November 16, 1767 showing that he 
and his wife, Agnes sold thirty acres of land to John Chlsman which he 
bought from William Craddock. This was located In Charles Parish and 
was bounded by land of John Moss, John Goodwin, and said Chlsman. 

(Deed Book 1763-1769 p. 338) However, glancing through deed books in 
York did not disclose when he purchased the tract from William Crad¬ 
dock. 

His will was written November 6, 1781 and was probated July 15, 
1782. He nominated his wife Agnes as executor and left legacies to 
each of his seven children. (Wills and Inventories No. 22 p. 523;

(York Marriage Bond) 

"Critter" (Lucretia) Stroud was paid for attending court two 
days and being a witness for John Garrow in a suit instituted by 
Thomas Pescud. (Orders No. 5 1784-1787 p. 472) 

l Nathan Stroud received damages for destruction to his property 

during the American Revolution. 

What has been written about William Stroud on page 2 could 
easily apply to William Stroud, the son of Joseph Stroud Jr. with the 
exception of the birthdate. There is no way to distinguish between these 
two people for little is known about either. William Stroud had one 
tithable in 1763 when the Rev. Camm made up a list of tithables for 
York-Hampton Parish . In 1784 and 1785 he had one tithable and three 
cows.(York County Personal Property Tax List)

People by the name of Parker moved Into York County early In 

the I800's. Virginia Wills and Administrations 1632-1800 _by Clayton 

Torrance does not list a Parker In York County. There were, however,', 
numerous people by that name living In Accomac County during those 
years. Since the mode of transportation was by boat and York and 
Accomac Counties are separated only by Chesapeake Bay, It was quite 
common for settlers from the Eastern Shore of Virginia to migrate to 
York County. (My own paternal great-great grandfather, James Ironmonger 

did just that.)

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There are certain traits that seem to be characteristics of the 
Parkers even after intermarrying with other families. Most of those in 
the earlier generations were small in stature; this was true of both 
men and women. It is still apparent among some today. 

There was and still is a love of music evidenced in them. The 
earlier ones expressed this with their fiddles, their accordians, or 
else by singing. Harmonizing was a natural talent. The later generations 
have found learning to play Instruments or to sing easy and enjoyable. 

They had a strong sense of humor and the tall tales and witty 
stories told by various Parkers still provoke a laugh when recalled. 

There was a close family bond present especially among the older 
ones. I can recall as a child seeing women helping each other with their 
weekly laundry. (That was before the days of running hot water or auto¬ 
matic washing machines; the pump in "Miss Polly's back yard served the 
families in that area.) And the men and women visited among themselves 
and shared common interests, problems, and bits of new s. 

These earlier Parkers, who lived near each other in the Back 
Greek area of Seaford, were honest, upright people and I have never 
heard of even one of them being apprehended before a Court of Law in 
York County. 

None accumulated any wealth to speak of, but they were engaged 
in numerous occupations and provided adequately for their families. 

Some were barbers; some worked in the water; one was a photographer; 
there were carpenters among them. They developed their skills and used 
their abilities in numerous ways. 

Today, the Parkers, though intermarried into other families, 
are the same type of people. Some are engaged in prosperous businesses; 
others are skillfully employed. They are willing workers, honest people, 
and are among the best citizentry of York County.

The Stroud and Hansford families intermarried and the homes 


of several of the Hansfords are located on original Stroud property. 

In tracing the Stroud family history through division of the land 
and deeds, the name Cluverius was encountered because that family's 
property Joined Stroud property. Also, while reading York County loose 
papers on deposit in the archives of the Virginia State Library, sever¬ 
al interesting records about Cluverius were found. These small pieces 
of information were filed; recently, because of historic interest in 
this area of York County, this writer put the material together into 
narrative form. Although quite incomplete, it is a way of accumulating 
information about the citizen ry of York County. 
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CLUVERIUS 


The name CLUVERIUS appears on York County records as early as 

July 24, 1646 at which time the Reverend John Cluverius appealed a 

case to the General Court. (York County Record Book No. 2) However, 

in Virginia Wills and Administrations 1632-1800 by Clayton Torrence 

no reference is made to a Cluverius estate being settled in York County 

during those years. They might have lived in Gloucester County.

John Gilbert Cluverius was born in the late 1700's, probably 

around 1798.

John G. Cluverius, "Jain" his wife, and Mercer M. Burt were 
principals in a deed for five acres of land; this was dated May 20, 
1839.

It was that property now owned by the Har¬ 
rises who are Cluverius descendents. A deed in York County dated May 
1850 shows that Robert Harris bought this when the Cluverius estate r 
was settled.Given is a part of that record: "In a suit in the County of 
York in which Benjamin P. Thrift and wife were plaintiffs and William C. 
Parker and others defendants , a tract of land----formerly owned by 

John G. Cluverius, supposed to contain eighty acres -was decreed to 

be sold at public sales by said William C. Parker as commissioner—— 

said sale has been made-Robert Harris became the purchaser at the 

price of $672-tract on Back Creek Road-(York Deed Book No. 15, 

p. 269)

13, I676.and Elizabeth Jones Hansford, his wife. By this marriage he

This information is learned from a York 
County record bearing the date of January 13, 1737 and concerns the 
settlement of property. It states in part: "-land in the pos¬ 

session of Richard Burt the Elder, which land was given by the last 
will and testament of Elizabeth Hansford (the sole heir of Richard 
Jones) to Elizabeth her daughter, who intermarried with the above named 
Richard Burt the Elder, by which marriage, the said Elizabeth had Rich¬ 
ard the Younger (be the sole and only heir). Richard the Younger inter¬ 
married with Catherine by whom he had three daughters, namely: Martha, 
Elizabeth, and the above named Judith, the wife of the said John Cos¬ 
by-that the said land (after the death of Richard the Elder) 

doth descend to the named three daughters of Richard the Younger as 

co-heirs-." (York County Deed Book 4 1729-1740 p. 475)

Richard Burt was married a second time and had three additional 
children. His second wife was probably Elizabeth Moody, daughter of 
Phillip Moody whose will was written November 6, 1719 and proved the 
following March. Phillip Moody spoke of his daughter, Elizabeth Burt _ 
and his sons, Josias Moody and William Moody. The names Josias, Phil¬ 
lip, and Moody are names commonly used in the Burt family.

Harwood Burt was of age December 16, 1760 for he was a witness 
with Henry Howard to the will of Dudley Wright. (W.& I. No. 21 1760- 

1771 p. 83) Hence, he was born in or before 1739. Proof of his relation- 
ship to the Richard Burt family is lacking.** ; 

He married Margaret Tenham, daughter of John and Mary Tenham 
of York-Hampton Parish before March 1767. John Tenham's will dated 
March 23, 1767 and probated October I5» 1770 provided that most of his 
estate would go to his wife, Mary Tenham except what he gave his daughter, 
He wrote," I give unto my daughter Margaret Burt my Negro woman Fannie 
and her child Hannah, that part of the lands I bought of John Wootten— 

-her and her heirs forever-." (W.& I. No. 21 1760-1771 p. 515) 

In September 1773 Richard Hewitt and Elizabeth his wife sold 
4l£ acres of land to Harwood Burt. (York County Deeds 1769-1777 p. 358) 

On March 9, 1776 he was paid for supplies used in the Revolu¬ 
tionary War effort.(Calendar of State Papers) 

Harwood Burt, John Moss, and John A. Rogers attended to the set¬ 
tlement of Ann Chapman's estate October I5» 1787. (W.& I. No. 23 p. 180) 
The York County tax lists show that Harwood Burt Sr. has 32 slaves in 
1786 and Harwood Burt Jr. had six. They lived in Lower York-Hampton 
Parish or precinct. He was appointed guardian of Edward Tabb Allen and 
John Hudson Allen, orphans of Capt. Hudson Allen and made a report of 
his account in 1789.( York Guardians' Accounts p. 54)

John T. Burt was "recommended to the Executive as the proper 
person to be appointed Lieutenant in a company of militia of this 
county lately commanded by Thomas Griffin in the room of Peter Goodwin 
Junior, who was this day recommended as Captain of said company."

A -few names o-f people involved as court 
o-f-ficials, and people given in land boundary descriptions were omitted. 

They serve little genealogical purpose. The total o-f 677 names is enough 
to -facilitate genealogical research.
